4 MOST IMPORTANT CONVE TION. 

On the 23d of this month “‘the Ex- 
porters convention” will meet in 
Washington City. 

This will be one of the most impor- 
tant conventions: ever held in the 
United States, It involves vital mate- 
rial interests. It is intended io settle 
no’ political squabble, but to right a 
most serious wroug—to put straight a 
very desirous methods. It is intended 
to remedy the foreign mai! service of 
the United States, now in a ruost de- 
plorable condition. 

It is a notable fact that a letter 
written from any part of America to 
Sonth America must go to New York, 
thence to England, and thence to a 
destination. When Mr. Hilliard teft 
Columbus for Brazil, he went to New 
York, thence to Liverpoo!, and from 
that point to his port 
in Rio Janeiro. A letter 
from New Orleans to Rio, must take 
this same circuitous route, asd con- 
sume seventy days, where it might be 
sent direct in twelve days. ‘here is 
but one company sending out ships 
under the Americsen flag that carries 
mails from our cotintry to foreizn ports 
—the Pacific Mail steamship company. 
The south is totally deficient. in mail 
service. 

The reason of this is obviors. The 
United States pays nothing for sea 
postage. Where France pays over 
$4,000,000 and England quite as much, 
our country pays about $25,000. The 
mail thatis carried from tavannah to 
Nassau is, we understand, devendent 
on a British subsidy. The Pacific Mail 
company is paid literally nothing for 
its work. It gets $18,000 a year for 
carrying all the mails, an: its ships 
run over half the globe. This 
is less than a single live of rail- 
road gets for carrying the mae a hun 
dred or so miles. When the govern- 
ment was first formed, and of course 
before steam was thought 0], aud when 
the mails were mere handsful, a sta- 
tute was formed declarivg that all 
American ships should carry the 
American mails to their points of des- 
tination forthe sum of 2} cents per 
ton per mile, and that no ships should 
get her clearance papers until she had 
takem the maii on these coniitions. 
The Pacific Mail company, is now 
forced te work ander this miserable 
law, which the country has outgrown 
afullcentury. In consequence of this 
the mails area burden to the com- 
pany, and it carries them ouly as it is 
obliged to, and the country is almost 
without mail service. 

The exporters’ convention proposes 
to set this matter right, if pogsitie. It 
proposes to recommend congress to pass | 
a bill paying steamships for mail car- 
riage, just as steam-roads are paid. 
When this is done we shall have a full 
and ample foreign mail servicy. The 
day that the postmaster gererai is au~ 
thorized to pay regular rates for the 
carriage of South American mails, that 
very day shall wesee well-equipped 
steamship lines, located at the scuthern 
ports, competing for the contract. New 
Orleans, Savannah and Charleston 
would each have lines, plying to tropi- 
cal ports, made permanent and remu- 
nerative by the mail coptraci. The 
mail Jines once established, freizhts and 
passengers would flow through the 
same channel. , A line of m:il steamers 
running from Savannah wou'd ina 
short time doall)the carrying busi- 
ness between our west and tlie South 
American ports. The nationa! chan- 
nels of trade would be refilled, com- 
merce would seek legitimate mathods, 
and the south and west would be res 
deemed from thé thraldom of the north. 
All this would spring out from the 
printing of asubsidy, but from the 
legitimate paymentdor legitimats work. 
‘The exporters’ conventicn will be a 
very important one for all this section 
of country. It offers one of those op- 
portunities—too often disregarded al- 
ready—of rehabilitating our south and 
putting it on a competing level with the 
north, | |

—On the 25th of November five 
travelers started about 1 p. m. from the 
Cantine of Proz for the Great St. Ber- 
nard. Snow was falling thickly and a 
violent north wind was blowing it 
along in blindinz clouds ; still, notwith- 
standing the remonstrances of the pro- 
prietor of the cantine, they determined 
to continue their journey. Night over- 
took them at the bridge of Mudry, 
about an hour’s distance from the con~ 
vent. Three of the party soon after be- 
came so exhausted that they were una- 
ble to proceed, but the other started 
out for the hospital, where they arrived 
about 5 a. m., having mistaken their 
way and wandered about in the dark. 
The monks immediately set out for the 
rescue of the others three, taking with 
them their dogs and a good supply of 
restoratives, and, after some hard work, 
they succeeded in discovering them— 
one dead, and the legs and arms of the 
other two frozen. One of the other 
two survivors died shortly after his re- 
moval to the hospital, but the other is 
in a fair way of recovery, 

—Two hundred years ago a number 
of peasanta from Austria and other 
German countries fled from the oppres- 
siye feudal systems there to a section 
uf what is now Russian Poland. They 
squatted both upon wasie crown lands 
and private estates, and were allowed, 
until the liberation of the serfs in 1861, 
to cuitivate the soil without molesta- 
tion. At that time, however, the Pol- 
ish proprietors, unwilling to surrender 
a portion of their lands to these serfs, 
as required by the imperial decree, 
showed that the latter had never been 
legitimately serfs upon the estate, and 
demanded their expulsion. The Rus~ 
sian government granted the ‘“Imo- 
udes,” the name by which these peo- 

le were known, twelve years of respite, 
in order that the question might be ex- 
amined. The time having expired, 
the landowners are levying executions 
upon the Imoudes, and 80,000 families 
are likely to be expelled from lends 
which they have rendered prosperous, 
and villages which they have created.

These modifications 
remove both of Senator Hill’s publicly 
announced objections to the Bland 
bill.— Mobile Register, dem.

was caused by its explosion. Some 
forty-eight hundred pounds of this 
powerful compound haa been hauled 
there and placed on the gruund along- 
side the track, during the morning. 
This was being loaded into a car, pre- 

ratory to its shipment to the Repub- 
fic mine, when in some unaccountable 
manner it exploded, dealing death and 
destruction to everything within its 
reach. The shock was terrible, beyond 
imagination, and the resuit horrible to 
behold. on Within its reach 
was completely demolished—blown 
fairly to atoms—and seven men met an 
instant and horrible death at his hands. 

THE SCENE AT THE WRECK 


was frightful and sickening. The rail- 
road track for about fifty feet, was toru 
from its bed, the rails twisted, broken 
and hurled away, and 4 hole twenty- 
five feet in diameter and five feet deep, 
gouged out, and the earth thrown for 
rods around in every direction. Of the 
car on which the nitro-glycerine was 
being loaded, not the slightest 
trace was visible. The  loco- 
motive and tender which stood be- 
hind the car, was thown back over one 
bundred feet, a most complete and to~ 
tal wreck. Wheels, flues, cab, tubes, 
bell, and everything about it, was 
wrenched, twisted and tore asunder, as 
though monstrous and destructive de- 
mons had vented their rage upon it. 
Long lines of ore cars, standing upon a 
side track near by, were stove in and 
demolished, and shreds and scraps of 
iron, wood, tin, etc., covered the snow 
in all directions. But the saddest and 
most lamentable part of all, was the 
horrible fate of seven unfortunate men 
who were engaged in shipping the 
treacherousfreignt. Lying on the bot- 
tom ot the cab were four of them, the 
ergineer, fireman and two brakemen, 
mangled and burned beyond recogni- 
tion, with their heads hanging over tLe 
edge, a sight to horrify the stoutert 
heart. The head was completely torn 
from the body of one of these poor fel- 
low, and nothing but a few pieces of 
shattered skull and brain adhered to 
the trunk. Everybody who was able 
hurried to the scene of the disaster as 
quick as possible, and as soon as the 
horror-stricken crowd could recover 
their senses, they took the charred 
and mangled remains of these 
unfortunate men from the 
cab, and laid them on 
the ground until a team was procured, 
when they were taken to the depot for 
recognition, Of the other three men 
who were eagaged in handling the cans 
nothing coud be seen, but after diligent 
search a few4ragments of charred flesh 
and bones Ww We picked up and put to- 

ether, maki }g a. ghastly night. Noth- 
ing more thax} enough fragments to ‘iri 
an ordinary ; bucket was found alto- 
gether of wbpt but afew moments ago 
were three gtalwart men. About one 
hundred feet from the place of the ex- 
plosioi” is the north pit of the Jackson 
mine. Down into this pit were huried 
a horse, cart anddriver. At the engine 
house adjoining this pit, the force of the 
explosion rent the roof, stove in the 
sides and splintering every loose boar, 
besides shattering and breaking the en- 
gine and machinery inside. The engin- 
eer in this building luckily escaped with 
afew bruises.

the scene was almost indescribable. 
The windows, doors, ceilings, furniture 
and dishes at all the houses were broken 
and strewed about in great confusion, 
while women and children were 
lifted from their feet and hurled among 
the rubbish. The location was, in fact, 
« general wreck, and quite @ num- 
ber of the occupants of the houses 
were injured, but none seriously. At 
the Jackson school house, school had 
just been called when the shock came. 
Every window in the west side of the 
buiiding was crushed in, sash and all, 
throwing a shower of shattered ylass 
and fragments of sash over the heads 
of the children, and injuring four of 
them. At the Jackson office every 
sash and every pane of glass was brok-~ 
en. All overthe mine the buildings 
were more or less damaged.

almost everything in the shape of 
window glass was demolished. In 
store after store, the whole length of 
the street, one or more windows were 
broken, only a few being lucky enough 
to escape the general wreck. At the 
fron Cliffs office the ceilings fell around 
the heads of the occupants, making 
them think fora time that the build- 
ing was coming down over their 
heads. At L. D. Cyr’s drug store the 
whole front was demolished, and hun- 
dreds of bottles of medicine tumbled 
off the shelves upon the floor.

The 
supply of glass on hand in the city is 
not nearly sufficient to supply the de-~ 
mand, and the dealers have ordered 
more by telegraph.
